S.O. 375(E).—Whei'cas (he Liberation Tigers of Tamil Eelam 
(heicinnfler refeired to as I.TTE) is an association actually 
based in Sri Lanka but having sympathisers, supponers and 
agents on Indian soil and whereas— 

(i) LTTE's objective for a separate homeland for all 
Tamils threatens the sovereignty and territorial inte¬ 
grity of India and thus fulls within the ambit of 
an unlawful activity; 

(li) LTTE has created the Tamil National Retrieval 
Troops (fNRn and Tamil Paarurai (TP), two 
secessionist organisations in Tamil Nadu aixl en¬ 
couraged and aided its members to undertake un¬ 
lawful activities in India; 

(ii) Certain persons and organisations in India draw ins¬ 
piration and encouragement from LTTE for their 
unlawful activities as well as activities punishable 
under section 153H of the Indian Penal Code; 

(iv) LTTE has indeed indulged in activities intended to 
disrupt the sovereignty and territorial integrily of 
India In furtherance of its objective of achieving a 
separate horueland for all Tamils; 

And, whereas, the Central Oovemment is of the opinion 
that for the reasons aforesaid, the I.TTE is an unlawful 
association ; 

And, whereas, the Central Government has inter-alia infor¬ 
mation that: 

(a) LTTE is tiying to infiltrate its cadres, supported with 

sophisticated arms and ammunition and whh logistic 
support, in Tamil Nadu ; 

(b) LTTE is trying to establish safe houses in Tamil Nadu 

for providing sanctuaries to its cadres already ope¬ 
rating in the State, and those infiltrating into the 
State ; 

(c) LTTE is providing moral and material support to 

Tamil National Retrieval Troops and Tamil Passarai, 
both Secessionist oiganisaiions operating in Tamil 
Nadu for carrying out their disruptive and terrorist 
activities aimed at undermining India’s sovererignly 
and territorial integrity; 

d) LTTE has csrabhrdicd strong presence to secure forced 
release of its cadres from State's custody in Tamil 
Nadu; 

(c) in November, 1993 and in January, 1994, the sup¬ 
porters of l.IT.E has published posters itimirlng the 
Tamil youlh to work for a separate homeland for 
all Tamils; 
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(f) LITE has held out threats of elimination of witnesses 

in the Rajiv Gandhi assassination case and officers 
of Intelligence and Investigation agencies of India; 

(g) LTTE, through articles published in its jonrnal 

“Erimalai” in November, 1993 and January, 1994 
and through other propaganda activities, is continu¬ 
ously maligning the Government of India with the 
object of arousing separatist Tamil sentiments; 

And, whereas, the Central Government is of the opinion 
that the aforesaid activities of the LTTE are detrimental to 
the sovereignty and integrity of India as also public order; 

And, whereas, the Central Government is further of the 


opinion that the above circumstances do exist which render 
it necessary to declare the l.TTE as an unlawful association 
with immediate effect; 

Now. therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Unlawful Activities (Pre¬ 
vention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), the Central Government 
hereby declares the Liberation Tigers of Tamil Belam to be 
an unlawful association and directs, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by the proviso to sub section (3) of that section, 
that this notification shall, subject to any order that may be 
made under section 4 of the said Act, have cfiect from the 
date of its publication in the Official Gazette.
